a commendable step forward toward realistic traffic rules and regu- 


lations. 
But the success of the plan, 


part of the state Traffic Code of 


1954, depends entirely upon the cooperation of the driving public. 


The “‘yield-right-of-way” signs 
mean exactly what they say. They 
are replacing the ‘“‘stop’ sign at 
manv intersections, because traffic 
at all hours of the day does not war- 
rant requiring cars approaching 
the thoroughfare to come to a halt. 

Under the “‘yield-the-right-of- 
way" deal, the driver of a vehicle 
approaching the sign is required 
by law to slow to a speed of not 
more than 10 miles an hour and 
to yield the right-of-way to all ve- 
hicles moving along the thorough- 
fare. | 

The law states that if a driver 
is involved in a collision at an in- 
tersection or interferes with the 
movement of other vehicles after 
driving past a “‘yield-right-of-way”’ 
sign, such collision or interference 
shall be deemed to be prima facie 
evidence af the driver's failure to 
yield right-of-way, 

The driver who fails to observe 


@ ‘yield-right-of-way’’ sign thus is 


responsible for the safety of him- 
self and other drivers until he 
clears the intersection. 

Stop’ signs are far too often 
disregarded since that requires 
cars to come to a complete halt 
even though there is no traffic in 
sight. 

The ‘‘yield-right-of-way” sign, 
which will supplant it at many in- 
tersections, gives drivers a break, 
but it is a privilege that must not 
be abused if the new plan is to 
contribute to greater safety on our 
highways and streets.

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Allergy Follows 


Hereditary Pattern 


A child born into a _ fam- 
ily where one or both parents 
is allergic stands a 60 per cent 
chance of following suit. Many 
of these babies develop a rash 
or persistent vomiting or other 
intestinal symptoms by the first 
birthday. 

Before age 6 they are likely 
to become victims of eczema, 
hay fever, or asthma. 

Since the hereditary aspect of 
allergy is well established, can 
anything be done to prevent or 
delay the onset of the con- 
dition? Some physicians suggest 
that the pregnant woman eat 
a wide variety of foods and go 
easy on milk and eggs, which 
are common allergens, 

Adequate proteins can be ob- 
tained from meat and calcium 
and phosphorus in tablet or 
powder form will make up the 
deficit of these minerals caused 
by abstaining from milk. 

The success of this preven- 
tive plan is questionable, but 
ther2 is evidence that the de- 
velopment of sensitivities can 
be forestalled if cow’s milk is 
withheld during the first year 
of the baby’s life. 

The breast-fed tot has a sev- 
en times better chance of es- 
caping eczema as the bottlefed. 
This in itself is a recommen- 
dation for nature’s way. 

If the mother of a potential- 
ly allergic infant cannot nurse 
him, however, soybean milk 
may be used rather than cow’s

been conducted along this line. 

Dr. Jerome Glaser of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., started a group of 
these vulnerable tykes on soy- 
bean milk.
